S<»»•<:»I Security. which is sn impor¬ 
tant to all of ns. has again undergone 
changes by the Federal Government. 

beginning January I. 1959 both you 
and your employer will have to con¬ 
tribute more in Social Security Taxes 
to help pay for the increased benefits 
that will also go in toe licet on that date. 
In addition, the amount of your earn¬ 
ings to be counted for Social Security 
l ax purposes will also be increased. 

Recently, both you and your em¬ 
ployer have been paying to the Fed¬ 
eral Government, 2-*4% of your total 
yearly wages up to $4,200. Beginning 
January I, 1959 this rate will be 
raised to 2-J^% and will apply to 
wages up to $4,800. Therefore, if you 
made the maximum of $4,200 in 1958 
you paid $94.50 and your employer 
paid $94.50 in Social Security Taxes 
for a total of $189.00. 

In 1959, however, again assuming 
you make the new maximum of 
$4,800, you will now contribute 
$120.00 and your employer will con¬ 


tribute $120.00 for a total or S240 00 

In 1960. the rate will go up another 
half of 1% for both employer and em¬ 
ploye and further increases are sched¬ 
uled every three years after that until 
1969 when your total tax will be 
4- V 2 % and vour employers will be 
4-J/ 2 %. 

These increases in taxes will mean 
increases in benefits which, in general, 
will amount to about 7% over the 
1958 benefits, some may get slightly 
more, some slightly less. Persons now 
retired can look forward to this in¬ 
crease and some people still working 
in I960 will receive the 7% increase 
for themselves and their dependents, 
on retirement, and for their survivors 
in the event of their death. 

Other benefit features include the 
raising of the highest monthly wage or 
salary on which benefits are computed 
from $350 to $400 a month. Addition¬ 
ally. persons who become totally and 
permanently disabled can draw par-

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Election Over - - Now Action 

The Election is over, and the voters of Massachusetts have spoken." But 
far more significant than the sound of a voice or the expression of an opinion, 
is the fact that in speaking, the people of Massachusetts have “hired” their 
government leaders for the next two years. In some cases they have replaced 
old leaders with new ones. In others, they have retained incumbents. 

In either case, the point is that the people of Massachusetts have done 
this. And when you examine the outcome of the election—stripped of the 
heat and furor of the campaign—the process is the same in effect as when any¬ 
one hires or fires an employe. For it is literally true that the men and women 
who will take office on January 1, 1959, work for the people of Massachusetts. 

In the case of the Massachusetts Senate and House of Representatives, the 
people will pay each of these individuals $5,200 a year plus S500 expenses, plus 
mileage, for the next two years. Massachusetts pays its legislators better than 
any other state, with the exception of California and New York. This means that 
the taxpayers of Massachusetts will pay out over 1.5 million dollars each year 
in salaries and expenses alone, in return for the services of 40 Senators and 
240 Representatives in the Massachusetts Legislature. One and a half million 
dollars is a lot of money in anyone’s language, but it’s a bargain if the citizens 
of Massachusetts get good government. 

When you look for a job, about the first thing that happens is an employ¬ 
ment interview. You size up your prospective employer, and he tries to size you 
up. That’s what happens in an election campaign. Candidates present their 
qualifications to the people doing the hiring—the voters of Massachusetts. 
And then, like any employer, the voters make a decision. In the case of the 
General Court, 280 Legislators will “report to work” on the first Wednesday in 
January, 1959. 

Normally, when you take a new job, most of your first days are consumed by 
getting oriented, and learning what you are expected to do. It would be extre¬ 
mely foolish to hire a man and pay him, without telling him what he was hired 
for. And yet, this is precisely what happens to many Senators and Representa¬ 
tives in the Massachusetts Legislature. Why? Because the people who “hired” 
him by electing him to office, fail to tell him what to do for Massachusetts. 

Next year approximately 4,000 separate pieces of legislation will be filed 
in the Massachusetts General Court. This means that your Senator and Repre¬ 
sentative will need to make about 4,000 decisions in your behalf. Each of 
these bills will have a public hearing and go to a vote before the House of 
Representatives and/or Senate. During this process, special interest groups will 
not fail to tell the Senators and Representatives what they want. And so, Legisla¬ 
tors agree unanimously that they want and need the help of all of their consti¬ 
tuents in making decisions concerning the thousands of bills on which they will 
vote in 1959. 

The voters have “hired” their government leaders. But, by voting, the 
people of Massachusetts have only taken the first step. Now they need to begin 
the job of telling their representatives what they want and what they don’t 
want, in terms of what they believe will benefit the Commonwealth as a whole. 
The citizens of Massachusetts, both private and corporate, will pay the bill 
since taxes are the major source of all State revenue. The citizens elect the 
men and women who decide how their money will be spent. In this democracy, 
legislators are paid by the people to spend their money in accordance with their 
wishes. It’s up to us citizens to guide them. Democrat or Republican—they 
want and need your help.

7 ubular Capacitors 

For the benefit of those not familiar 
with these units, the general con¬ 
struction of tubular capacitors may be 
described as follows: long strips of 
metal foil and of insulating films about 
one inch wide and less than a thous¬ 
andth of an inch thick are wound to¬ 
gether to form a capacitor. These 
rolled cylinders which are about an 
inch long and from to one inch in 
diameter are referred to as “sections”. 
After lead wires have been attached to 
these sections they are inserted in a 
protective case of some sort. Either 
before or after they are encased most 
types of units are impregnated with 
an insulating fluid. 

Recent advances in tubular rapnei- 
tors have taken the form of modifica¬ 
tions of the case used and of the meth¬ 
od of bringing out the lead wires. 
These modifications have been nec¬ 
essary to best adapt these capacitors 
for insertion in the printed wiring 
boards mentioned in the first part of 
this article. 

Until the advent of wiring boards 
almost all tubular capacitors were 
made with one lead protruding ax¬ 
ially out of each end. With this con¬ 
struction each lead must be bent at 
right angles before it can be inserted 
into a wiring board. Also, these 
tubular capacitors cannot easily be 
mounted vertically as is often desirable 
to save space on the wiring board. 
Therefore several new types of tubu¬ 
lars have been developed which pro¬ 
vide parallel leads for easier insertion 
and, in most cases, provision for 
“stand-up” mounting. 

For example, in the Sprague 89P 
Autocon* capacitor both leads pro¬ 
trude from the same end of the capaci¬ 
tor. These capacitors are made using 
premolded cylindrical plastic cases 
closed at one end. After inserting the 
section, the opening is filled with one 
of Sprague's new liquid thermosetting 
(becomes hard upon heating) com¬ 
pounds. Tolerance on the spacing of 
the two leads must be held very 
closely so these capacitors may be in¬ 
serted using automatic equipment. 

Sprague has introduced a new 
version of the “Black Beauty*” mold¬ 
ed tubular capacitor modified so as 
to be better adapted for wiring board 
use. The “Black Beauty*” line of 
capacitors is made using a powdered 
plastic compound and a heated press 
which molds this powder into a strong 
smooth solid case surrounding the 
unit. These units, introduced in the 
very early days of television before 
wiring boards, have been made using 
the axial lead arrangement described 
above. Both ends were slightly roun-

cit'd. The recent modification for wir¬ 
ing board use consists of making one 
end absolutely flat. The unit can 
then be “stood-up” on this end on the 
wiring board. The lead from the 
other end may then be bent over and 
brought down the side of the unit and 
inserted in the board near the other 
lead. 

A third new type of capacitor now 
in pilot plant production, unlike iln- 
othcr two tvpes just discussed, has 
radial leads. That is. each lead is per¬ 
pendicular to the cylindrical body of 
the capacitor. This capacitor is made 
using a Sprague developed solid im- 
pregnant. This impregnant. a liquid 
when first put in the unit, is subse¬ 
quently hardened by heating. Then, 
since the impregnant is no longer 
liquid and since the leads are radial, 
this construction can be coated by 
dipping in a thermosetting plastic. 
This dipped construction makes pos¬ 
sible a low cost capacitor of good 
electrical characteristics. 

Ceramic Printed Circuits 

One entirely new concept in com¬ 
ponents which has come into con¬ 
sumer electronic products since the 
second World War is the ceramic 
printed circuit (which, incidentally, 
should not be confused with the 
printed wiring boards mentioned 
previously). 

These printed circuits consist of 
small ceramic (i.e. a material made 
from it fired clay somewhat like that 
used for pottery) plates on which are 
deposited by a “printing" process 
small strips of carbon and silver. After 
proper processing these silver and 
carbon paths become permanently 
bonded to the ceramic base plate. 
The carbon paths take the place of 
resistors and the silver paths become 
capacitors. After the leads are attach¬ 
ed. these ceramic plates are then coat¬ 
ed with a plastic to protect them. 

It is possible to print in this manner 
■a great number of components on a 
single ceramic plate. I lie largest 
plate commonly used in television is 
about I Vi" by 1" and 1/32 of an 
inch thick. A plate this size may have 
typically as many as nine leads and 
contain the equivalent of ten separate 
resistors and capacitors. Thus since 
one plate does the job of many in¬ 
dividual components, these ceramic 
printed circuits represent a saving to 
the TV' manufacturer both in com¬ 
ponent cost and also in wiring time. 
Sprague's printed circuits carry the 
trademark Bulplates*. 

Only a few of the recent develop¬ 
ments in TV components could be in¬ 
dicated above. We must expect many 
further changes. For manufacturers 
such as Sprague this will mean new
